The Paris Conference Abandoned.
Tur news by the City of Paris is lughly import-
ant, though not unexpected. The Conferenc:
bas been abandoned, the neuntral powers,
Fronce, Russin, and England, regarding the
reservations of Ausiris as tantamonnt to s re
fusal to submit the questions at lssue to negotia-
tion. The last effort of diplomacy to stay the
red hand of war s, therefore, n fatlure, The
aword alone oan now decide the conteat.

It 18 significant that the blame for thisjiailure
of negotiation is Inid at the door of Austria, The
general impression has lLeen that Narougox (s
really in leagne with [taly, and this cireum-
afance pointa in that direction. Austria's pos-
seasion of Yenetia, which waas the point that she
refused to submit to discossion, is one of the
stipulations ol the ‘‘treaties of 1815"—those
treavies for which Narowsox, in his recent
speech, ‘expressed guch hearty detestation.

Itis expected that the formal declaratioa ol
war, or a manifesto tantamount bthereto, will be
made by Prusgia. Bhe has already lssued a cn
cular to the mentral powers, charging Austria
with a Bagrant violalion of treaties, in relerring
the Holstein question to the Diet,

Prussia, Ausirin, apd Italy have their armies
alrendy mobilized and in the field, so that the
very next arrival from Europe may bring to us
the newa o! the commencement of the war.
France has her vast army in a state of almost
constant readiness for the field, so that upoa a
week's notice she could throw half a million of
armeld men into the srena of strife.

Where a war of such magnitade as this pro-
mises to reach wilt end —what it Issue will be—
no one ean tell, 1t is quite likely to involve all
Europe. Let us hope that the musses, the
toiling strugeling millions upon whom the woes
of war will full most heavily, may come forth
from the strife with their neghts more firmly
establighed, and with 8 more promising future
‘be‘ore them.

The Law and Practice Concerning Cons
stitutional Amendments.
Sreaxer CoLrax yesterday gave a summary ol
the precedents and of the judicial decisions in
rogard to the matter of Constitutional amend-
ments proposed by Congress, In 1798 the ques.
tion of the necessity of such amendments boing
signed by the President was decided by the
Supreme Court. An amendment had been
mude in 1794, and the ccunsel, in argnment be-
fore the Supreme Courr, insisted that the
wwendment was not valid, not having been ap-
proved by the President of the United Scates.
Mr. LEEg, the Attornes-General, in reply to this
urgument,said:—*"*Hus not the same course bren
pursuea relative to all the other amendments
that bave been adopled, ond the ease of amend-
ments is evidently asubstantial act,unconneci=d
with the ordinary business of legislation, and
not within the policy of terms ol mvesting the
President with a qualitied negative on the acta
and resolutions ot Congress.” The Court, speak-
ing through Cnasg, Justice, observes there can
surely be no vecessity to answer tha* argument.
The negative of the President apphes only to
the ordinary cases of legislation, He has
nothing to do with the proposition or adoption

of amendments to the Conatitution.

In 1803 the question was ugain raised in the
Senate, when the amendment maklog the
«hanges in the method of electing President and
Vice-President was proposed;and, by a vote of
23 to 7, it was decided not' lo send the amend-
ment to the Presmdent for his signature, and it
was not sent. In the last Congress, after the
Constitutional smendment wassubmitted to Mr.
LiscorN, it was sent back by bhim with the
remark that be thought he had no right to sign
it, but as it was submitted to him by Congress
he signed it; and a resolution was sfterwards
reported by the Committee on the Judioary in
the Benate, and adopted without a divislon,
staling that "‘that was done through inadver-
tency,” and the Secretary was directed not to
notify the House of the Senate having recelved
notice that the President had signed the Consti-
tutional amendment, The precedonts and
decision above quoted leave no doubt whatever
in regard to the matter, Constitutionsl amend-
ments are among the things with which the
I'resident has nothing to do.

Senator Patterson.

Hox, Jauss N, FarrersoN was yesterday clected
United States Benator by the Legislature of
New Hampshire, to succeed theé présent incums-
bent, Senator Cragg. Mr. PATTERSON is at pre-
sent a member of the House of Representatives
from the Third District of that State, and is a
most faithful and efficlent Representative. He
was born in Henniker, Morrimac eounty, New
Hompshire, July 2, 1823, He reoeived his edu-
cation at Dartmouth College, from which he
gradunted mn 1848, From 1854 to 1859 he was a
Professor o! Mathematics tn Dartmouth Gollege.
alter which he was trausferred to the chalr of
Professor of Astropomy and Mateorology in the
samée institution, PProm [858 to 1861 he was
School Commisstoner tor Grafton connty, and
nléo Hecretary of the Board of Bdocation for
the Btate. In 1862 he was a member of the
State Legislature, and subsequently was ¢lectod
to the Thirty-eighth Congress,

Matters in England.

Apramms do not lmprovein England, The failure
of it e Paris Conference and the imminency of »
great war have cast evervibing down agaln.
Btocks, consols, breadatufls, cotton—all are fat.
Nothing tends upward except money. More
failures have occurred, and thé comfidence that
was beginning te be re-established is again
rudely shaken. The imwmeunse recelpts of gold
from this country produce searcely any per
ceptible offect,

Thus far, this state of affairs has produced but
little effect upon the fnsnclal condition of this
wwouniry, nside from the rise in gold. How long
we gan malotain our equilibrium in the midst
of such violent convulalons in the great money
market of the world remalns to be seen,
